ment of Col. C 0. Gilbert, Seventeenth 
Infantry, on the first of this month, IB 
to be succeeded by that of M»jar-Gen. 
Pope a week from to-day, and daring 
the Tear 1886 by the retirements of 
Snrgeon-Gen. Bobert Murray, Colonel 
Geo. L F»big«r, Pay Department; Gen. 
John Newton, Chief of Engineers, Col. 
S. D. Sturgis, Seventh Cavalry; Col. J. 
H. Pottir, Twenty-fourth Infantry; Col. 
L P Bradley, Thirteenth; Col John 
D. Wilkms, Fifth, Col. J. N G. Whis- 
tler, Fifteenth, and by the retirement of 
several officers ol less rank than that of 
Colonel.
